The 
captured cartridges are being analyzed 
liy niiiita-ry authorities.

The 
information came direct from the com- 
pany's operator at Goliad, who man- 
aged to send a message to Houston 
before the. wires were rendered useless 
by the noise of the wind. A telegram 
from Goiiad was received over the 
•wires from Goliad by William $topple 
of this city. In it Mr. Stopple was in- 
formed that the lives of his family 
were believed to have been lost in a 
cyclone there. His mother. Mrs. 3. J. 
Stopplee, aad his two brothers, Syd- 
ney and Owen Stopple, live in Goliad. 


Houses Blown Over.
